tysburg. The dc.serUid town lay there a 
very tempting bait, but General Meade's 
men hid quietly behind the fences and 
trc«>s, nnd banks upon the hills. Tlioy 
could look down into the streets nnd _ sei» 
everything which was in progress. They 
saw the enemy march out nnd retire to th<* 
seminary, but made no advance, and tho. 
Confederates gained nothing by tho move- 
ment. A parting salute of musketry, how- 
ever, from a knoll north of the cemetery, 
accelerated the Confederate retro.it. For 
some time the tpwn had scarcely a sqjdie^ 
in it. Scores of dead and wounded men, 
and horses, with broken wagons, bricksl 
stones, timber, torn clothing and abandon-. 
ed accoutrements, lay here. The frighten* 
ed inhabitants peered out of thoir window* 
to see what the armies were doing to causa 
such a lull, and almost afraid oi their own, 
shadow*, they hastened away and crouched, 
in corners and cellars at the sound ol every 
shot or shell. 
* 
General Lee's evacuntidh had no effect. 


Meade was neither to be enticed into tha 
town nor into the valley. Enough dead 
bodies lay in the fields and streets to giro 
him warning of whatJiappcned to poor Itey- 
nolds two days before, and he wisely deter- 
mined to stay where he was and let event* 
shape themselves. The enemy soon bccama 
impatient. 'They could wait no longer; and 
after much solicitation from his subordin- 
ates, General Lee permitted General Long- 
street to send his grand division on a cbarga 
upon the cemetery. Tho Federal toldicja 
were on the alert. They were bid behind • 
their embankmenti' some kneeling and 
some flat on the ground. The Confederate 
artillery opened. It was as fierce a canon-, 
ade as the one tho day before, but instead 
of being spread all over the line. ev«ry shell 
was thrown at the cemetery. Experienced 
soldiers soon devined what was coming, 
and in every portion of the Federal lino 
the cannon were directed towards tbe val- 
ley in front of the cemetery.
